Gainesville and allowed the 
defendants to remain free 
under $25,000 bond each. 

Middlebrooks accepted in- 
nocent pleas on the conspi- 
racy charges, but brushed 
off the fatigues-wearing vet- 
erans* confessions of guilt in 
committing atrocities in 
Vietnam. 

The arraignmeiit was held 
a day after the close of the 
three-day Republican Na- 
tional Convention, during 
which an estimated 1,000 
! WAW members joined 
other young demonstratoi*s. 

The indictment of the six 
was returned a month ago 
I by a federal grand jury 
which met in Tallahassee, 

Fla. Another four WAW 
members are being held in 
that city . on contempt 
charges for refusing to coop- 
erate with the jury.
